Nearly fill a glass Hebe 
ns the solution, place over this 
piece of blotting paper cut to circul- 
se form and somewhat larger in 

meter than the tumbler and over 
ere insert a saucer. Now invert 
the whole device and insert a match 
or toothpick under the edge of the 
tumbler to allow access of air, The 
blotting paper will remain in the 
proper moist condition until the en- 
tire contents of the tumbler have 
been used and the strength of the 
solution will be maintained. A little 
sugar sprinkled upon the paper will 
increase the attractiveness of the 
boison for the flies. This prepara- 
tion may be safely used where there 
are young children as no bad effects 
would result from the, consumption 
of a considerable quantity of the 
salicylate, 

This method of ridding a room of 
flies is highly recommneded by the 
Richmond Health department and it 
is hoped that all homes will make 
a trial of this new, harmless method 
that we are advocating with the best 
of success,
